'FLYING SAUCER* IN SECRET TRIALS

A flyifig aauoer was tested today 
before senior navy and air foroe 
officers at Mount Hope Airport under 
a cloak of aeoreoy. 

Startled eye-witnesses said the craft 
hovered above the ground during the 
testa, Istimates of the altitude 
reached varied from six inches to 
five feet. 

Measuring about 20 feet In length, 
the craft looked like^ f, bawler hsrt 
with tall fine on the rear. It has a 
cabin that would carry five or six 
persons. 

The strange machine was towed into 
Mount Hope last night under a polioe 
escort. Policemen were told it was 
a boat. 

The word "sauoeroraft" has been 
printed on the side of the machine 
In blue letters. 

Witnesses said the test pilot during 
today's experiments was an army lleu- 
tenant-oolonel. 

It Is believed to have been designed 
and built by Lieut.-Commander Adrien 
Phillips of HMC3 Star, Hamilton, for 
comraeroial rather than military use. 
The sauoeroraft apparently broke a 
drive shaft during today's tests and 
has been wheeled into a hangar at Mt. 
Hope for repairs. 

Tarpaulins, old tires and blooks of 
wood have been piled on the craft as 
camouflage. 

It le made of white fibre-glass and 
is reportedly driven by a souped-up 
automobile engine. 

Workers were seen removing two propel- 
ler shaped turbines from the oraft 
this morning* 

It is believed the rotating turbines 
foroe air through ducts on the belly 
of the oraft providing an air cushion 
that lifts It from the ground. 
Undercarriage of the craft consists 
of a single wheel at the rear and two 
small posts which supnort the lightly 
constructed machine. 

The tallfins would enable the oraft 
to manoeuver once It beoame airborne. 
Experiments on flying saucers have 
been underway at AVRO Aircraft in 
Toronto for several years,

HAS IT A FLYING 3AUC iiR? 

The following was taken from the notes 
of tho Dally Log 3ook of the Polish 
steamship "HU-30 KOLLATAJ* " 

Mot until now did tho Polish Press 
mention about tho interesting sighting 
by the Polish sailors of the above 
mentioned stoamohip. 

It happoned on November 24, 1959 during 
tho trip of the Hugo KollataJ to Hlo 
De Janeiro at the height of the islands 
of tho Green Peninsula, 

The 1st officer, J. Ghrapkiewioz, who 
wao on night watch at tho time with J. 
Pezenny nnd* other norabors of the crow. 
By tho established measurement of the 
position of any unit in tho sky, I 
noticed suddenly in the sky about 
20 degrees from the right aide of the 
front of tho ship, a shining spot 
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surrounded by whitish light, resembling 
noon-lights*" 

This spot was more or logs 10 degrees 
above the planet 3atum* The bright 
object moved toward us with a groat 
speed. When we oould see it plainly, 
wo notlcod that the top was rounded 
vrhile the bottom was fiat. 

At certain moment, tho object halted 
and remained stationary for a while, 
then suddenly departed with exceed¬ 
ingly great speed and vanished beyond 
tho horizon. 

The enormous speed and the shapo of 
the shining objoot, then the sudden 
change of the direction of its flight, 
can not be compared with any of our 
earthly flying or astronomical objects. 
This sighting lasted about 6 minutes, 
beginning at 0:11 pm. 

At the same time there was received a 
warning from the crew of the nearby 
steamship "CaHINALDO" v.'hich also 
sighted a similar flying object. 
Information about the sighting of this 
uncommon phenomenon had been also 
sent from a number of other ships 
navigating in that vicinity under 
different flags.

British historian Arnold J. Toynbee 
reacted seriously to the question 
about communication with space stran¬ 
gers, declaring, "I think we should 
aalc them: 'Have you done better than 
we here?’" 

Included with Shapley and Toynbee on 
thejSpanal vore Dr. Otto Struve, dir¬ 
ector of the U*S, National Radio astro¬ 
nomy observatory. Dr. 0. Klatiakowsky, 
chemistry professor of. Uurvnrd, and 
Dr* Donald N* Michael, Brookings Insti¬ 
tution senior psychologist* 

Quizzed by a panel cr reporter's about 
possible messages to space, Struve 
backed away, saying "I doubt whether 
we should reply at all* Perhaps we 
should let them tell us. 

Klatiakowsky x/ould ask whether "you 
are really satisfied with your lot" 
while Michael, wanted to know "what do 
you most vr nt to know about us?" 

The symposium apparently didn't dis¬ 
cover new scientific marvels* Toynbee 
analyzed the remarks of the astrono¬ 
mers to mean that it is improbable 
life as this world knows it will be 
found elsewhere in our solar system, 
vrhile it is more that probable that 
some kind of life "comparable or more 
than comparable" to our own exists 
in the countless celestial systems 


MYSTERY 3TONE BREAKS TWO WINDOWS 
OF HOUSE 

Slmco'e, "Ont*— Police are beginning to 
wonder if Slmooe vandals are wearing 
-stilts these days. 

They are seeking the explanation of how 
a stone, whioh crashed through two win¬ 
dows and a wall of a Simcoe home, was 
apparently thrown from a height of 
•25 feet. "I'm baffled," Constable Ro¬ 
bert Woods wrote in his report of the 
incident to Chief George Ashby* 

The stone, about the size of an egg, 
crashed through a sunporch window, 
then a living room window, and finally 
through a kitohen partition at the 
home of Mr* and Mrs* Lome '£- rl, 136 
Victoria 3treet, about 2 a.ra. yesterday 
Constable Woods, who investigated, said 
the stone travelled in a straight line 
through the two windows and the parti¬ 
tion and was finally halted by a spruce 
2 by 4, which was dented by the impact* 
Con. Woods said it would have taken 
someone with a powerful arm to throw 
the atone in a straight line through 
two windows and a wall* 

But where the thrower stood is the 
mystery* 

The ground in front of the house slopes 
sharply down toward the grounds of the 
Norfolk Golf and Country Club* 

Sighting along the stone's course. Con* 
Woods estimated that the thrower must 
have boen at least 25 feet above 
ground level. 

He rejected a theory that the stone 
might have been thrown from a consider 
able distance. 

"If that had been the case the stone 
would have followed a downward curve," 
he explained. "But it went through 
the house in a perfectly straight line* 
To a suggestion that the thrower might 
have used a slingBhot the offioer re¬ 
plied, "No matter what he used, all 
the evidence says he had to be 25 feet 
above ground to throw the stone in the 
straight line it took through the two 
windows and the wall."

033ERV5D IN TSGUCIGALPA . HO KOTO'S 

A strange phenomenon was seen In tho 
sky of Tegucigalpa last Wednesday, a 
little before or after 8:30 pm* by the 
owner of the Orah Sawmill, Mr. Leo 
Jones, and 8 of hie workers who had 
been alternating turns from 7 to 9:30 
pm. on the same date. 

The aooount of the event, was maintain- 
ed in most absolute reserve by Mr. 
Jones, because he supposed, perhaps, 
that the news would awaken a great 
number of baffling (or uncomfortable) 
reactions among the public; neverthe¬ 
less, thiB day, the owner of the saw¬ 
mill, situated for tho past two months 
at the extreme east of the bridge, 

"Juan Ramon Molina,' 5 made up his mind 
to give the faots to the daily news¬ 
paper, "EL DIA." 

The workers of the above named establi¬ 
shment, Eulalio Giron, Joso Lagos, 
Roynaldo Valle, Eugenio Monoada, Juan 
Yanes, Alejandro Vargas, Fellp© Giron, 
Jose Corea o.nd Kr, Jones, saw "a dark 
red sphere of more or less six inches 
in diameter" appear by the. poak of the 
hill, El Berrinohe, at a whirling 
speed, stop to situate itself over the 
center of town. In a 3waylqg movement, 
during some 15 seconds. 

Mr. Jones, who was e. commercial pilot 
for many years, estimated that the 
strange objeot "could well have been 
travelling at the respectable speed of 
2,000 miles per hour," although, he 
added, this refers simply to on esti¬ 
mated calculation, 3oon, the object 
ohangod from dark red to bright red, 
Continuing to a duB,yellow in order to 
pass. In fractions cf seconds, to a 
bright yellow; and finally, the lunar 
dlao in a outting trajectory of "more 
or less 90 degrees," displaced Itself 
toward the extreme west of the city 
where it remained, changing in a flash 
to "sky blue" as If It had become an 
odd star. 

The witnesses, in relating the news to 
the reporter, only cast an insignifi¬ 
cant margin of discrepancies. 3oxn® 
appeared to have not noticed that the 
object changed color alternately; 
others would havo had it with a greats] 
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or smaller extent in diameter. Asking 
Ilr. Jono3 about his personal opinion 
-concerning the strange object, he 
stated to us frankly that he was com¬ 
pletely baffled. He was not able to 
treat it or discuss It as a sort cf 
rocket mad© by nan, he said to us, 
“having given that cut of 90 degrees 
in trajeotory, discards that possibili¬ 
ty. Simply, he added, "I do not know 
what to think of it." 

"At what height over Tegucigalpa could 
the object havo been travelling?" wo 
asked. And hesitating somewhat, Mr. 

Lee Jones replied: "It would be 
necessary to have known what size the 
object waB in order to calculate its 
altitude. A quick calculation;“some

WILD WAR TALE — FACT OR FICTION?

In it he claims that the Soviet premier 
was ready to start a third world war on 
that September day when h© was sailing 
across the Atlantic with other Commu¬ 
nist bloc loaders in the liner Baltika 
enroute to a meeting of the U.N. General 
Assembly in New York. 

According to Kair, Khrushchev had the 
idea of raining destruction on the U.S, 
with "anti-matter" bombs fired from an 
orbiting satellite.
